Police, Town Reach Agreement 


Selectmen this week approved the 
transfer of $29,667 from the compensation 
fund to underwrite the agreement on a 
new contract reached between the police 
department and town. 


Also approved was request from the 
reserve fund for $800 to fund provisions in 
the new contract for uniform allowance. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark told 
selectmen that the police department ap- 


proved terms of the new contract by a vote 
of 19-3 and that formal signing of the pact 
would take place shortly. 

Bargaining for the police department 
were representatives of Local 1794A, 
American Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees, AFL-CIO. 

The contract period runs from July 1, 
1978 through June 30, 1980. 

In addition to salary increases, the new 
contract also provides for improvements 


in health insurance coverage, as agreed at 
town meeting. 


The salary terms of the contract provide 
for the present maximum patrolman’s 
Salary to increase by $420 as of J uly 1, 1978 
from its present $14,047 to $14,466. On Jan. 
1, 1979, the salary will increase another 
$430 and on July 1, 1979, the maximum will 
80 up another $750, brininging the annual 
Salary to $15,647.

. defense. The two defendants initially 
_ refused to accept counsel appointed by the 
town, while Olesen used the lawyer named 

by the former town manager. 

Lyons and Wragg sought relief through 
the courts for the town’s payment of their 
legal expenses, but a Superior Court deci- 
sion, ruled in favor of the town. 

Town Manager Jared S..A. Clark, with 
the selectmen, offered the two $6,128 to be 
shared for the legal expenses incurred, 
and also $6,000 to Regan to withdraw the 
suit. 

Monday night, Mrs. Lyons told the board 

_ of the ‘‘cloud of suspicion and ernbarass- 
ment that a law suit involves,’’ as well as 
the political motivations incumbent in a 
suit brought before the federal court 
which the Regan court action involves.

nature, that people get involved and serve. 
What are citizens in Andover thinking? I 
believe the last couple of elections have 
Shown they are having second, and third 
thoughts about running for public office. 
Why should they put themselves and their 
families, their property and their reputa- 
tion, or even their livlihood in jeopardy? 
Who needs it? 


We could engage in a long running argu- 
ment as to who offered what legal counsel, 
who refused or accepted legal counsel?

Town Statement 


The Board of Selectmen is in receipt of a 
communication from Mr. John Lyons and 
Mr. John Wragg, members of a previous 
Andover School Committee, requesting 
that the Town of Andover pay their legal 
expenses incurred as well as future legal 
fees in their defense in a law suit brought 
against them be a previous assistant 
Superintendent of schools, Mr. Edward 
Regan. 


Upon preliminary review of this matter, 
it became immediately apparent to the 
current Town Manager and Board of 
Selectmen that attempting to arrive at a 
decision based upon themerits of the 
issues between the former assistant 
superintendent of schools and three 
former school committee members would 
be a protracted and perhaps indeter- 
minable undertaking. Additionally, no 
clear or beneficial purpose is viewed as 
being served by such an in-depth and time- 
consuming investigation. Accordingly, the 
decision of the Town Manager and the 
Board of Selectmen is not based upon the 
relative merits in the lawsuit between Mr. 
Edward Regan and Messrs. John Lyons, 
John Wragg and George Olesen. The deci- 
sion simply addresses a fundamental 
responsibility of the Town of Andover to 
defend and hold harmless its public of- 
ficials, both elected and appointed, from 
Suit arising out of the performance of their 
duties as Town officials and the need to br- 
ing to a conclusion litigation which is of 
significant expense to the Town of An- 
dover.

Wragg and Olesen the current Town 
Manager and Board of Selectmen propose 
to settle this case by making payment to 
Mr. Regan in return for a withdrawal of 
the suit. In the matter of paying for the 
defense of Lyons and Wragg, a court deci- 
sion has been made indicating that the 
Town of Andover is not legally obligated to 
pay for their defense in that the specific 
counsel retained by them was not 
authorized by the Town as required by the 
Town Charter. At the time litigation was 
first initiated it was not possible to retain 
the services of an attorney acceptable to 
both the Town and to Messrs. Lyons and 
Wragg. Further, once litigation was un- 
dertaken, the issue of securing acceptable 
counsel to be authorized by the then Town 
Manager was never resolved until the re- 
cent court decision. 

With respect to payment for legal ser- 
vices in a suit brought against the Town by 
Messrs. Lyons and Wragg to obtain pay- 
ment for their legal expenses, the Town 
Manager and Board of Selectmen consider 
it an inappropriate expenditure of public 
funds to pay for the costs of anyone suing 
the Town of Andover. Accordingly, the 
Town declines to participate in the pay- 
ment of these expenses. 


In conclusion, and without making 
judgement regarding the particular issues 
involved in all matters relevant in the suit 
brought by Mr. Edward Regan against 
Messrs. Lyons, Wragg and Oleson, the 
most economical decision for the Town of 
Andover is to bring these matters to a con- 
clusion. The Town, through its Town 
Manager and Board of Selectmen, seeks to 
provide for the withdrawal of the suit 
brought by Mr. Regan by making an offer 
of settlement. The Board authorized the 
Town Manager to prepare a transfer re- 
quest in the amount of $6,000.00 to be sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee to im- 
plement the above decision. 


Further, as a show of good faith to 
provide for the defense and hold harmless 
public officials of the Town of Andover, 
both elected and appointed, from suits 
arising out of the performance of their 
duties and in recognition of the charter 
requirement that all counsel retained be 
Satisfactory to the Town, the Town 
Manager and Board of Selectmen seek to 
make some payment to Messrs, Lyons and 
Wragg defraying a portion of their un- 
authorized legal explenses. Accordingly, 
the Board authorized the Town Manager 
to prepare another transfer request in the 
amount of $6,128.00 to undertake to resolve 
the differences between Mr. John Lyons 
and Mr. John Wragg and the Town. 


It is the hope of both the Town Manager 
and the Board of Selectmen that upon im- 
plementation of each of the several parts 
of these decisions all litigation in these 
matters can be brought to a final conclu- 
sion ending any further action or expense 
being brought against the Town of An- 
dover or any of its officials, prior and pre- 
sent, both elected and appointed.

Pupil-Teacher Ratio 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

A recent article in the TOWNSMAN 
Stated that the student/teacher ratio in the 
first grade at Sanborn School is 27.5:1 and 
that the school committee did not plan to 
add a teacher even though this ratio ex- 
ceeded the guidelines of 23 plus or minus 4. 
The Sanborn first grade was the one class 
with which Dr. Seifert was concerned. 
Although understandably reluctant to 
speak out, the principal and first grade 
teachers have had to admit that they are 
unhappy with the situation. After three 
weeks of school, first grade at Sanborn is 
just starting the planned program due in 
part to the large classes. 

Anyone who drives on Dascomb Road 
can see that the Sanborn situation is not 
static. New homes will be occupied 
throughout the school year. In fact, the 
ratio has already increased to 28.5:1 (it 
would be 19:1 with the additional teacher). 


At last Spring’s Town Meeting, the 
residents of Andover voted a sizeable ap- 
propriation for school renovations. An 
adequate job could have been done for 
less, but the residents insisted on first 
class schools to maintain our high stan- 
dards of education — a clear message to 
the school committee. 

Based on figures in last week’s 
TOWNSMAN, the cost of adding one 
teacher would be approximately one 
quarter of 1 percent of the school budget. 
In fact it would be less because some ad- 
ditional costs for aids are already planned. 

I can not comprehend why the school

Jared S. A. Clark: 


I have been dismayed and upset by the 
apparent poor attitude surrounding the tax 
rate in Andover and the explanation by 
Town officials. 

This year’s tax rate was announced by 
radio station WCCM, who interviewed 
Assistant Town Manager Cohen. He was 
heard to say the rate was ‘‘only going up 
$4.00”, and that the rate could have gone 
up more.

Also, in The Andover Townsman, 
Assessor William Russell said ‘‘A little 
sharpening of the pencil’ kept the rate 
down. Again, he blamed a loss of state 
funds anticipated for various school 
programs. Worst of all, Mr. Russell was 
quoted as saying the tax rate was set ‘‘in 


an effort to keep the increase within the’ 


rate of living increases’’! 

I submit this type of thinking has lulled 
town officials into ignoring the public, who 
after all, are the taxpayers. Evidently, of-

ficials are explaining that increases are 
acceptable if they are within the trend of 
other costs. Blaming the increases on an 
outside influence is all too easy and in- 
dicates our own fiscal house does not have 
the necessary controls to keep expenses 
down or the income to support our expen- 
sive habits. 

Every year,.the Cherry Sheet figures on 
State Disbursements change. They are 
never the same from year to year. What is 
anticipated one year doesn’t come to frui- 
tion; the next year more money is dis- 
tributed than expected. 

These two factors; 1) lack of proper con- 
trol on expenses and 2) changing State 
funds; should be cause for alarm and cau- 
tion in making a budget. Our aim should be 
in bringing the tax rate down, not in allow- 
ing it to go up the same as the cost of liv- 
ing. Find ways to cut expenses instead of 
proposing more spending programs. Don’t 
assume the same amount of income will 
be around next year from this year’s tax 
rate and this year’s Cherry Sheet. 

We look to you as Town Manager to set 
the tone for more fiscal responsibility. 
Nobody said a government job is easy, but 
you will have a lot of grateful residents 
when you do a good job. Real Estate taxes 
are becoming too big a burden to pass over 
lightly with glib phrases.

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Regional Library Gets Notice 


The regional library service has been 
formally notified that it must vacate the 
theater building on Essex street on or 
around Nov. 15. 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark made 
the formal notification last Friday after 
meeting with regiona library officials and 


offering alternative locations for the ser- 


vice to remain in Andover. 

The decision, which has met with con- 
siderable opposition from Andover library 
officials and friends of Memorial Hall 
library, is to make way for location of the 
community development department at 
the theater building and improved 
quarters for Andover Haven. 

Clark met last Friday with Mary 
Heenihan, administrator, and other of- 
ficials of the state regional library ser- 
vice, to explain the town’s need for the 
space now used by them and for which the 
town receives rent. 

The manager also told of the alternate 
locations, including the old pumping sta- 
tion at Haggett’s pond, but said he receiv- 
ed no indication as to whether any were 
acceptable. 

The library service paid for renovations 
at the theater building and has been pay- 
ing $9,000 annual rent for use of the 
theater building. 

Town Manager Clark this past summer 
informed selectmen of plans to house the 
community development department in 
the theater building, which would thus 
provide room for installation of new data 
processing systems in the: present town 
hall. 

To be located at the theater building 
would be such offics as planning, health, 
conservation and agencies dealing with 
the town’s growth. 

This would also eliminate the need for 
either additions to the present town hall, 
or construction of a new municipal office 


building. 


A federal grant of $33,000 for 
renovations of the theater building to ac- 
comodate the Andover Haven, could be 
applied to making the first floor of the 
property adaptable to the needs of the 
senior citizens, the manager pointed out. 

Clark’s plans were affirmed by 
selectmen, and reaffirmed this past week, 
when the board felt it necessary to issue a 
statement of clarification with regard to 
the acquisition of the theater building and 
its use by the library. 

This week, the board decided to 
withdraw an item for presentation at the 
October town meeting asking for $30,000 to 
renovate the pumping station building, 
should the regional library decide to 
locate there. 

Clark said the board took that action in 
view of na indication from library officials 
that it might suit their needs, plus a policy 
of the board not to seek major funding at 
the special October session. 

The statement issued by the board this 
week: 

In order for the taxpayers of Andover to 
understand the controversy presently be- 
ing addressed in the press between sup- 
porters of the use of the Theater Building 
by the Regional Library and the Town ad- 
ministration, the Selectmen wish to state 
the following facts. 

The Theater Building and property go- 
ing with it, i.e., the land between the 
Theater and and the Library and some 
empty land beahind the Theater was 
purchased by the town in 1975 for the 
following reasons: 

1. It was for sale at a reasonable price. 

2. It was adjacent to Town-owned land 
(the Library). 

3. Future plans for Library expansion 
had always called for expansion to the 
west (behind the Library) and up until that 
time the Town had only been able to 
purchase land to the north (towards the 
gas station). 

4. Town use could immediately be made 
of the property; parking on the empty. land 


.. and, free .cental. given. to. two .Town.. 


organizations who were paying rent to 
private owners, i.e., the Haven and the 
veterans’ organizations. 


9. A source of income was suggested by 
the Library Director. Space could be 
rented to the Regional Library who were 
warehousing their books in North 
Reading. 


The Town Meeting agreed to these | 


reasons and the property was purchased. 
At no time did the Library supporters 
claim to wish to use the Theater Building 
for Library expansion. They have stuck to 
their beliefs that an expansion should be 
under one roof as is shown in their re- 
quests for architects’ funds to design an 
addition. 


At the present time the most pressing 
problem of the Town of Andover is the 
control of growth (as stated by the 
Selectmen and Town Manager at the an- 
nual Town Meeting). In order to effective- 
ly do this a co-ordination of existing town 
departments is taking place, and it is 
necessary to give them and the citizens 
who must confer with them adequate 
space to operate. Right now in Town Hall 
it is not possible to confer with the Direc- 
tor of Health or any member of the Board 
of Health exceplt in a room with four or 
five town employees telephoning, 
typewriting, conversing with other 
citizens, trying to make out reports. 

The same situtation is true if one should 
want to discuss a business matter with any 
one of the inspectors: building, electrical, 
plumbing, etc. The Planning Board has no 
private quarters and those of the Conser- 
vation Commission are not big enough to 
seat the whole commission at one time. 
There is no public hearing room where 
citizens can sit. 


The Town Manager inherited this 
problem as well as Andover’s prime con- 
cern with control of growth. He has ex- 
amined the alternatives: 1. Building an ad- 
dition to Town Hall. 2. Renting space for 
Town Offices. 3. Using already Town- 
owned office space for this department, 
i.e., the Theater Building. The Selectmen 
agree wholeheartedly with his solution — 
No. 3. 

A further problem facing the Town 
Manager was a grant of $33,750 obtained 
by the former Town Manager to improve 
the Theater Building for use by the Town’s 
elderly. Unfortunately, after this grant 
was received, it was found that in order to 
make use of it, an elevator must be install- 
ed in the building if the elderly are to use 
the second floor. The grant is not enough 
to pay for the elevator and so $80,000 is 
necessary to have the use of a $33,750 
grant. The Selectmen voted not to ask the 
peopole for this money in April. The Town 
Manager, however, tried to find a way to 
use this grant; and it can be used if the 
elderly use the first floor of the Theater 
where no elevator is necessary. Whether 
there was need for additional space for 
Town Oftices or not, the Haven should 
have the first floor of the Theater 
Building. The Selectmen feel a much 
stronger responsibility to the Town’s 
elderly than towards the Regional 
Library. 


The Selectmen have been told that the 
second floor of the Theater Building is not 
strong enough to store books which was 
why the Regional Library was not put 
there in the first place. 

The Town Manager has spent countless 
hours of his well paid time trying to ac- 
commodate the Regional Library people 
in other Town-owned buildings. 

The Selectmen feel the solutions propos- 
ed are sensible, economical and efficient. 
The purpose of buying the Theater Proper- 
ty remains the same — to provide land on 


which the Library ‘may somé day expand’ 
and to provide inside space for ToWn'flne;, |. 
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Won’t Add First 


Grade At Sanborn 


The Andover School Committee Tuesday 
night turned down a request for another 
first grade teacher at Sanborn School. 

More than two dozen Sanborn parents 
had turned out to ask for a ‘‘better deal’’ 
for the two first grades that now have 
teacher-pupil ratios of 29 to 1 and 28 to 1, 
and left with the previous promise of more 
aide time instead. 

While generally emphathizing with the 
parents, the committee determined after 
an hour’s discussion that the only ‘‘e- 
quitable’’ solution was the status quo, 
because first grades in some of the other 
schools are just about in the same boat. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert reported that 
the systemwide average for first grades is 
27.5 to 1. 

However, Seifert said that if a first 
grade enrollment reaches the magic 
number 30, he would have to recommend 
another teacher. 

Lester Tomkinson, 61 Argilla Road, led 
the delegation of parents, contending that 
the class sizes of 29 and 28, ‘‘based on 
sound pedagogical theory,’ were ‘‘ex- 
cessive.’’ He said he was particularly con- 
cerned because the first grade is the foun- 
dation upon which future schooling is 
built, and that it is not possible to deal 
with the ‘whole child’ under the cir- 


' cumstances. 


He said he had looked at the building go- 
ing on in the district and talked to prospec- 
tive tenants, and could only conclude that 
the enrollments would ‘‘very, very likely 
increase.” 

He said the parents were also seeking a 


_third teacher, not just more aide time as 


provided by the school committee three 


weeks ago. Aides, he said, were just not 
the same thing. 

Seifert responded that many of the 
System’s aides are actually qualified 
teachers, and that with even though the 28 
to 1 ratio isn’t the most desireable, he felt 
that when the classes are divided, for in- 
Struction, the pupils will be getting a 
reasonably ‘‘fair shake.”’ 

Seifert noted that the first grade ratio at 
Doherty is 28% to 1, and that while the 
ratio is 26 to 1 at South, ability grouping 
ttere has created one class of 29 and one of 
24. 

He also said that despite the school com- 
mittee’s attempt at equality of serevices, 
Sanborn had already knocked out a 
language lab and math lab to acnom- 
modate more clesses and that there’s only 
one special room, the music room left in 
addition to the gym. 

He also took the opportunity to make 
another pitch for multi-age grouping. In 
some of the schools, he said, one grade is 
very low in numbers and the next grade 
very high. “If we looked at seven and 
eight-year-olds,’’ he said, ‘‘instead od first 
and second graders, we could come up 
with some interesting groupings.” 

A pilot program in multi-age grouping 
was actually started at Shawsheen this 
year, and there is one second and one third 
grade, plus one second-third combination. 

Chairman David Ahouse said Tuesday 
night’s question issue was the question, 
“‘Are we being as fair as we can between 
schools?”’ Sanborn was definitely on the 
high side, he said, but equal to Doherty. 
“It may not be desireable’, he went on, 
“put it’s not inequitable.” 


Pilot Study 
Program Begins 


A pilot program in study skills, designed 


-to help pupils to better organize their time 


and efforts: began last night with more 
than 550 pupils from Grades 5 through 8. 
Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee Tuesday night that more than 
one-third of the pupils in those grades have 
enrolled, and that there will be a least one 
study skills class in each elementary and 
junior high school. He said many parents 
had also opted to sit in on the sessions. 


The program was devised by Seifert and 
Media Director Annetta Freedman over 
the summer, and Seifert complimented 
Mrs. Freedman on an ‘‘extremely 
thorough”’ job. He said he didn’t know any 
other community that’s approaching the 
study problem this way, 


don’t know how to organize their time and 
work. 

The program will be held for five more 
Wednesday nights, from 7 to 8:30, and 
there will be a feedback session at the end 
of the second school marking period. 

Last night’s session dealt with schedul- 
ing time, from the time one gets up in the 
morning. Future classes will teach — un- 
derstanding assignments, note-taking, out- 
lining, and test-taking. 

The classes will be self-contained, with 
the students doing exercises in class and 
no homework, There will, however, be in- 
formational handouts at every session. 

While the program hadn’t been planned 
for the high school, there has been enough 
interest on the part of high school students 
and parents to warrant a survey to deter- 
mine if the program should be expanded

Bypassing Principles 


and Precedents 


Somehow or other we think the time has arrived to set 
aside the dangers of precedent-setting, upholding prin- 


ciples and all that is involved in holding up the finalizing 


of the Lyons, Wragg, Regan court case. 

Former School Committeeman John F. Lyons and 
John G. Wragg have been offered partial payment of the 
legal fees they encumbered as defendants in a suit 
brought by former Assistant Supt. of Schools Edward P. 
Regan who they voted out of office in 1974. 

Lyons and Wragg have incurred legal fees in excess of 
$12,000. The town is offering them $6,128 to be shared by 
them, based on the fact that they initially refused 
counsel offered by the town. 

Another defendant in the case, former Com- 
mitteeman George F. Olesen, who accepted counsel ap- 
pointed by the town, has had his obligations paid, a cost 
reportedly in the vicinity of $8,000 or more. 

Regan, who initiated the civil rights suit against the 
trio, seeking $150,000 in damages, is to be offered $6,000 
by the town, which is to resolve the issue without judg- 
ing the merits of the case. 

Mrs. Lyons appeared before selectmen Monday night 
and was allowed to read a statement appealing to the 
town to pay for all of the legal expenses incurred by her 
husband and Mr. Wragg. 

Supporters of Mrs. Lyons were not allowed to address 
the board since the matter is still in litigation, the board 
said, initially suggesting that the matter should be sub- 
ject of an executive session, due to the matter still be- 
ing before the courts. 

Lyons and Wragg lost a suit before the Superior Court 
asking the town to pay their legal expenses recently and 


_ have appealed the decision. The judge found for the 


town in the case, while noting that lack of provisions to 
indemnify public officials was a deterrant to public ser- 
vice in Andover. 

Any attempt to balezce the rights and wrongs of this 
issue from its inception to the present, would be virtual- 
ly impossible. The pros and cons of the decision which 
initiated the suit have been debated endlessly. Nothing 
further can be accomplished by review or continued ex- 
amination of the actions and the aftermath. 

What is plainly obvious is that deep feelings continue 
among those on both sides of the issue which actually 
stemmed from the back to basics vs. modern or open 
class type of public education. 

A contention which has been offered, that some tax- 
payers may object to their funds being used to pay for 
the Lyons, Wragg legal costs, can be countered by those 


‘on the other side who would object to any payments be- 


ing made to Regan. 

It is agreed that the charter provides the manager 
with the right to appoint counsel. It must be further 
agreed that Lyons and Wragg, for their own reasons, 
chose initially not to accept the lawyer provided. 

But, now the time is ripe to permit a resolve of the 
matter, provided sufficient, financial relief is provided 
the two defendants in the civil rights case. 

The only alternative left, should their appeal to a 
higher court on the legal fees case be lost, will be to go 
before town meeting and ask for reimbursement, which 
will only result in stirring up the entire issue again. 

It does not seem improper then to bend a little in an 
effort to get the matter resolved once and for all.

WASHINGTON — The 
Marine Corps proudly pro- 
claims that it wants a ‘‘few 
good men’’ to join the 
ranks. But we have gath- 
ered evidence that Marine 
recruiters have been em- 
ploying unsavory -and ille- 
gal tactics. As a result, the 
Marines are stuck with 
thousands of unfit recruits. 

Some of them had stand- 
ins take their intelligence 
and physical exams for 
them. Others were admit- 
ted after the recruiters had 
falsified their school and 
criminal records. 

Officially, the Marine 
brass claim the problem is 
not serious. They blame it 
on a few overzealous 
recruiters. But Senate in- 
vestigators see it different- 
ly. They have heard the 
horror stories of recruiters 
who claim they were bul- 
lied and threatened into 
increasing their enlistment 
quotas. 

One former Marine re- 
cruiter told of receiving 
intimidating calls in the 
middle of the night. An- 
other recruiter told us that 
he had never met an honest 
recruiter in the four years 
he had been signing up 
men. 

The recruiters who have 
been brave enough to blow 
the whistle have been 
rewarded with ugly 
threats, menial jobs and 
ruined careers. The Ma- 
rine Corps, meanwhile, is 
desperately trying to keep 
a lid on the exploding scan- 
dal. But the congressional 
investigators intend to 
blow the lid wide open.

U.S. Marine Recruiters 
Employ Unsavory Tactics 


Festival Frauds: Fairs 
and carnivals have long 
been part of the American 
scene. But behind the cot- 
ton candy, kewpie dolls 
and amusement rides, 
there is a sordid side to the 
carnival business. 

The traveling shows are 
often conduits for stolen 
goods and narcotics. Some 
of the rides are unsafe. But 
the most widespread vice 
is gambling. 

Those games of skill on 
thc midway are often 
fronts for muultimillion- 
dollar gambling opera- 
tions. The con men who run 


the games can change the’ 


stakes from stuffed ani- 
mals to cash at the throw 
of a dart. 


The games, of course, 
are rigged. The unsuspect- 
ing victims are fleeced. 
One game alone has been 
known to clean up $95,000 
in a night. The take is 
seldom reported to the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 


It is the responsibility of 
local police to investigate 
the seedy carnival opera- 
tors and arrest the offend- 
ers. But this seldom hap- 
pens. Now we are begin- 
ning to learn the reason. 


Apparently the carnival 
operators are generous in 
handing out gifts and cash 
to city officials. In Cleve- 
land, for example, a grand 
jury is considering charges 
against some city council- 
men who allegedly ac- 
cepted cash payments to 
allow illegal gambling at 
carnivals. 

There have been similar

investigations in other cit- 
ies. In Atlanta, for exam- 
ple, the FBI is investigat- 
ing the connection of city 
officials to a wide-open 
carnival. The evidence 
was gathered by an FBI 
informant who posed as an 
operator of gambling 
games. 

The informant, Gene 
Sorrels, called on-city offi- 
cials. They were unaware 
that he had a microphone 
in the heel of his shoe, with 
FBI agents nearby, taping 
every word. 


A transcript reveals that 
one high official was sup- 
posed to be paid $39,000 
ostensibly to provide se- 
curity at the carnival. But 
he promised on the tape 
that the 10 officers who 
policed the carnival would 
make no gambling arrests. 

The pious voice of a civil 
rights activist was also 
recorded. He promised to 
use his influence to protect 
the carnival in exchange 
for cash. 


A city councilman is also 
heard on the tapes asking 
for $20 per foot and -20 
percent of the take for 
letting the gambling 
games operate. The coun- 
cilman also offered to ar- 
range a liquor license if the 
carnival operator wanted 
to open a bar.

The talent-laden Andover High School 
Golden Warrior soccer team let two possi- 
ble victories slip away from them in 
games at Lawrence and at home aginst 
Chelmsford last Wenesday and Saturday. 
In both games the Warriors held slim 1-0 
leads and outshot their opponents, and in 
both games their opponents tied the game 
up and survived pressure from the 
Warriors late in the game. 


In Wednesday’s game at Lawrence, An- 
dover scored first early in the second 
quarter on a penalty kick by David Yates 
that eluded the Lawrence goalie Domingo 
Afinti.

The Warriors put on the pressure during 
the fourth quarter but were turned away 
each time. It was a heartbreaking decision 
for the heavily favored Warriors. 


Andover Coach David Amondsen felt 
that the Warriors ‘‘controlled the ball for 
over seventy percent of the game.”’ 

The Warriors have scored only nine 
goals in seven games. The reason for this 
lack of firepower is not because of a lack 
of opportunities, but because either the 
Warriors can’t combine their swift moves 
with good shots or just because of a lack of 
breaks. 

During the Lawrence game the defense 
and goalies excelled. The defense has been 
the one consistent strong point for the 
Warriors. Andover and goalie Jeff 
Nicastro are very lucky to have fullbacks 
Andy Powell, Greg Moss, Danny 
Merrigan, and reserve fullback Bob 
Wilkins playing so consistently well. The 
halfbacks, Eric Ketzler, Eric Brandt and 
Peter Price, aid the defense and have 
made some fine passes to the strikers. 


Two of the three tri-captains, Gary Cohen 
and Tom Keefe join David Yates and Rus- 
ty Serbagi at the starting striker positions. 
The strikers have scored seven of An- 
dover’s nine goals. The other tri-captain, 
speedy John Kinsky, has the talent to play 
any of the positions. His ability makes him 
a valuable commodity as s starter or as 
the first man off the bench. The Warriors 
have great depth with Kinsky, Wilkins, 
midfielders Steve Luby and Steve Rosen 
and starters David Shroeder, Mark Reed, 
Joe Kearns and Thom Wiseman. 

In the Chelmsford game, both teams had 
numerous opportunities but the defenses 
and the goalies rose to the occasion.

Warriors Down Wilmington

The Andover High football team hasn’t 
lost its flair for the dramatic...or is it 
traumatic? 

Last Saturday the Golden Warriors 
spotted visiting Wilmington High a 14-0 
lead midway through the third quarter, 
but then rode the talented arms of quarter- 
backs Manny Silva and Tom Walsh to an 
exciting 21-14 comeback victory before 
several hundred fans at Eugene V. Lovely 
Field.

Welsh unloaded a 55 yard touchdown bomb 
to Rick Collins on the final play of the 
game. Collins was dragged down by two 
Wildcat defenders just as he crossed the 
goalline. 

Last Saturday’s win, the Warriors se- 
cond straight, left them in a four-way tie 
for first place in the Merrimack Valley 
Conference along with Chelmsford, 
Dracut and surprising Methuen.

the middle for the final three yards and his 
second TD of the day. 

Briggs’ conversion kick boosted the 
spread to 14-0 with six minutes to play in 
the third quarter. 

Up to this point Andover had gone more 
than six periods at home without scoring, 
and Wilmington had yet to surrender its 
first points of the 1978 season (20-0 first 
game winner over Austin Prep). 


Fighting Back

Tie-Ins 
Approved 


Connections to town sewer lines were 
approved Monday night for two major in- 
dustries, paving the way for construction 
in Lowell Junction and West Andover in- 
dustrial parks. 

Selectmen, sitting as the sewer commis- 
sion, approved installation of sewer and 
water mains within Lowell Junction Road 
and Burtt Road for Instrumentation 
Laboratories of Lexington, which is plan- 
ning to develop some 50 acres north of the 
Gillette plant in Lowell Junction. 

Also approved was installation of a tem- 
porary sewer line in the West Andover in- 
dustrial park for Polaroid Corporation 
which will locate a 200,000 square foot 
light assembly plant for photographic film 
there. 

Instrumentation Laboratories will 
locate a sewer force main and water main 
within Lowell Junction road and also con- 
struct a sewage pumping station to be 
build and retained by IL. 

The mains and pumping station will be 
accepted for ownership and maintenance 
by the town, following certification that 
all utilities have been built in accordance 
with town specifications. 

The temporary sewer connection for 
Polaroid, was approved in order to allow 
Arkwright Boston Insurance, owners of 
the industrial park to sell additional large 
parcels of land before fixing the location 
of a permanent sewer line. 

A master plan for development of the in- 
dustrial track has been supplied the town 
and will be followed, Charles Doblen of 
Arkwright explained Monday night. 

But the location of the permanent sewer 
line could have a detrimental effect on 
some large industrial parcels, thus the 
request for the temporary line at this 
time.

A routine inventory check of the school 
music department originally turned up the 
irregularities, and an audit requested by 
the school committee and a police depart- 
ment investigation turned up additional 
evidence.
